NEW REGULATIONS. 

New regulations governing firecracker fac 
tories are published in the Bo/elim. Each 
factory will have to pay to Government $1,000 
ayear, The smaller factories will be obliged 
to stop business, because of their inability to 
pay this exorbitant fee. It is.very probable 
that they will be removed to Hongkong, being 
altracted thither by a more liberal treatment in 
the matter of fees. With the removal of this 
industry many people, men and women, who 
until now have obtained the means of their 
livelihood in the factories will be thrown eve 
of employment and so reduced to poverty 

POLICE REGULATIONS. 

In a recent nuniber of the Boletim the Police 
Regulations are published, Section 32 im 
poses upon the sergeants the duty of instructing 
the constables in sundry matters, The provi- 
sions of sect‘on ro is the most extraordinary that 
imagination can conceive, and reads as follows : 
“To teach them the different methods which 
the Chinese practise to steal and the subtle 
ways they employ to deceive.” It was re 
marked to-day that two Chinese detective police 
appeared to wish to put the rule into practice, 
in a manner profitable to themselves, They 
entered a Chinese house yesterday, tried to 
gag the two inmates, both women, and roh 
them. ‘They were accompanied by two other : 
Chinese. Before’ these men succeeded in 
carrying out their cvil design, they were dis- 
covered and caught. The prisoners now await 
trial. 


SERVANTS' REGISTRATION, 

An endeavour will be made, so it is believed, 
to make compulsory the registration of native 
servants in the cmploy of Europeans. Regis- 
tration will involve the payment ofa fee. [t is 
anther method of taxing the inhabitants. 
Here nothing can be done without payment. 
Even tickets of admission to theatrical perform- 
ances bear the Government stamp. In Macao 
registration is, in my opinion. uncalled for; its 
concomitant evil will be the farther increase in 
the already high rate of wages of domestic 
servants. Herbert Spencer, who concemns 
with goad cause the undue interference of the 
State in matters concerning individu.ts alone, 
would be driven out of the colony in despair by 
our meddlesome legislation were he to reside 
in our midst. Portuguese Government legis: 
lation has a tendency to hinder the development 
of commerce, the promotion of industries, and 
private enterprise. 

ARMS LICENCE. 

The new taw licensing the carrying of arms 
has evoked much adverse erticism, Itexempts 
officers of certain Goveroment departments 
from the payment of fees. It is clear that its 
provisions « cannot have the same local applica- 
tion as in Lisbon. In Macao no one takes 
out a licence for the carrying of such weapons 
as revolvers, rifles and swords; only a very 
few people possess them in the colony. 
When arms are spnken of here they are 
generally applied to sporting guns, carried by 
indwiduals for purposes of pleasure only. A 
‘tax on these.is nat seriously objected to; but, 
it is the compliance with the formalities de- 
manded in the application for a ltence that is 
sév rely censured, An applicant has to furnish 
ona withio schedule all the particulars relating 
to his profession, age, height, colour of hair, 
ete., etc. sin fact, it hrings to one’s mind the re- 
quirements from aticket'of-leave man, Por- 
tugal unfortunately follows blindly in the 
footsteps’ of France in all that are against 
publ:c opinion, ' Her grandinotherly legis- 
lation in a small ‘colony such as Macao 
is not productive of uscfulness, and to those 
who have lived under Governments with free 
“nnd liberal institutions is mast objectionable. 
‘The public revenue is not benefitted by the 
‘imposition of the arms fees, as itshould be. 
Alike the practice. of ‘other nations in Macao 
the fees. go to “benefit the high officials---I- 
“cannot understand why visitors, who are licens- 
ed under’ the laws of ‘their own country.

GERMAN VESSEL ‘FIRED ON AT 
- QUEENSTOWN, 


A remarkable incident is reported from 
Queenstown. The German vessel Zhekta, 
while occupying the usual anchorage for mer- 
thant ships near Spike Point, was fired on 
from the fort. Inthe midst of their work the 
officers and crew were startled by several 
ballets droppirig on board; others passed 
rough the rigging and fell mto the sea 
The men were at ance mustered aft, 
and all work on deck ‘way suspended 
until the firing, which is alleged to have come 
from the battery on Spike Istand, ceased.

The pa- 
lient in this case pulled through after taking 
tr doses, the last doctor, of course, getting the 
credit of the cure, Several years ago I was 
culled lo see the tite six munths old grandson 
of the Governor of Peking. The child was in 
convulsions from having eaten a quantity of 
indigestible material when it had only two or 
(bree teeth. Each one of a number of Chinese 
doctors had poured down the infant’s throat, 
without effect, some decoction of nastiness, 
the last dose of which was powdered scor- 
pions’ tails. By means of chloroform, a hot 
bath, ice to the head, and other remedies 
managed to bring the infant around, much to 
the joy of his grandfather. If the child had 
died I would have been blamed with killing 
him, especially as I had dared to use ice, a 
temedy that the Chinese doctor not only does 
not use, but condemns as the cause of many 
fatal jilnesses. 

The native physicians are great believers ip 
the efficacy of counter-irritation, which they 
use in the faim of antimonial and arsentical 
plasters, often creating intractable ulcers, 
generally both painful and useless. Their fees 
are exceedingly small, but they frequently 
inake up for this by p oviding the medicine, 
for which they charge in proportion to the 
wealth and credulity of the patient. One

for his visit and $150 for the velvetty fur from 
a young deer’s horns, which was prescribed as 
medicine, Sf the patient recovers he often has 
amemorial tablet of heavy wood carved in 
characters setting forth the disease from which 
he was marvellously cured by Dr. Wang or 
any other doctor. This tablet is hung on the 
wall outside, the dactor’s residence, and is a 
lasting testimonial and useful advertisement to 
his ability, or more often good luck.
